Army o fficials that a po iso n gas spray ed fro m 
a plane was released at a higher altitu de than 
intended and was carried by the wind to a v al­ 
ley where the sheep were grazing. 
Repeatedly since the incident o ccu rred in 
March, 1968, the Army denied that o ne o f its 
to x ic agents being tested at Du gway Pro v ing 
Gro u nds was respo nsible fo r killing the sheep. 
Ramificatio ns fro m the Army 's admissio n it 


lied abo u t the accident are Impo ssible to pre­ 
dict. Reckless disregard fo r the tru th in this 
tu rbu lent age can be tremendo u sly damaging 
fo r the natio n. 
So mething po sitiv e can co me fro m the Ho u se 
if the issu e o f o pen-air testing o f po iso n gases 
and bio lo gical warfare weapo ns is pu rsu ed. 
The Army has admitted that o ther accidents 
co u ld o ccu r at the test site lo cated ju st 30 miles 
fro m U.S. Highway 40. 
Co ngressio nal pressu re sho u ld be bro u ght to 
bear to eliminate the danger to hu man life in 
the test pro gram — especially since the v alidity 
o f o fficial statements is o n the reco rd as being 
do u btfu l.

Ru ssia, the So v iet Unio n metho dically co ntinu es 
its bu ildu p o f fo rces to meet any military co n­ 
tingency o n the lo ng bo rder between the two na­ 
tio ns.. 
Despite a stringent secu rity blanket which 
no w co v ers almo st all o f Siberia east o f No v o si­ 
birsk. intelligence o fficials hav e determined 
that heav y tro o p mo v ements hav e reinfo rced all 
elements o f the So v iet Far Eastern Co mmand. 


REPORTS TELL OF between 100,000 and 
200.000 So v iet tro o ps, inclu ding u nits equ ipped 
with ro ckets, being intro du ced into Mo ngo lia. 
Estimates are that 1.5 millio n men may be in 
the area east o f Irku tsk. 
The So v iet bu ildu p has been accelerating fo r 
three y ears and no w the pro paganda bu ildu p 
also seems to be co ming o n lo u der and with 
greater to u ghness. 
Speaking Friday in the Mo ngo lian capital o f 
Ulan Bato r, So v iet President Niko lai Po dgo my 
assailed Red China and warned that ‘‘any at­ 
tempts to v io late the territo rial integrity o f he 
US S R, o r Mo ngo lia” wo u ld meet with “a 
cru shing rebu ff.” 
It was the seco nd time within a week that the 
So v iet president co ndemned Mao Tse-tu ng fo r 
fo llo wing what he described as an ''antiso cialist 
po licy .” He charged that the Peking go v ern­ 
ment is an adv ersary o f so cialism and is at­ 
tempting to split the so cialist sy stem and u n­ 
dermine thi internatio nal Co mmu nist mo v e­ 
ment.”

gro wl and snap at o ne ano ther the mo re likely 
they are to beco me inv o lv ed in armed co nflict. 
A war between these two co u ntries has the po ­ 
tential o f beco ming o ne o f the blo o diest ho lo ­ 
cau sts o f all time. 


CHINA IS THE CHALLENGER and Ru ssia 
the challenged fo r the ro le o f wo rld Co mmu nist 
leader. Bo th natio ns are ru thless in their meth­ 
o ds and determined to reach their o bjectiv e. 
While effo rts are being made in many places 
to bring peace in Vietnam and to prev ent fu ll- 
scale war fro m breaking o u t in the Middle 
East, there seems to be no v o ice heard o r effo rt 
made to head o ff a war between China and 
Ru ssia.

The directio n o f this new Internatio nal hardly 
is hidden. It’s apparent in the Wo rkers and So l­ 
diers Bo o ksto re literatu re. There is material at­ 
tacking Israel, praising A1 Fatah and the 79 - 
y ear-o ld Ho Chi Minh. 
’There are su ch bits o f Mao ’s Yenan in many 
cities. They co u ld be bu t tiny pieces which will 
ev apo rate into eso teric histo ry , to be written by 
so me do cto rate seeker. 
Or it all co u ld mesh into the newest thing in 
gu erilla wareiare — pro grammed and precise. 
There are many lesso ns to be learned fro m the 
campu ses o f America — and the cav es o f Yen­ 
an.

WASHINGTON - Prsident Nix o n, In his ap­ 
po intment o f Ju dge Warren E. Bu rger as the 
new chief ju stice, may perhaps hav e do ne mo re 
to enco u rage and stimu late the federal and 
state ju diciary than any president in the last 
half centu ry . 
Fo r while there are eminent lawy ers who 
hav e been selected fo r the Su preme Co u rt, and 
they hav e serv ed merito rio u sly , the tru th is 
that so me nf the finest ju dges o n state su preme 
co u rts, U.S. co u rts o f appeals and federal dis­ 
trict co u rts hav e been o v erlo o ked. 
Unfo rtu nately , perso nal o r po litical co nsidera­ 
tio ns hav e again and again influ enced presi­ 
dents o f the United States so that they hav e o f­ 
ten by -passed the best ju rists in the co u ntry , 
cho o sing instead men either fro m Co ngress o r 
fro m the Cabinet o r perso nal o r po litical asso ­ 
ciates. 


LAST WEEK, this co rrespo ndent, In his dis­ 
patch, said: 
“ Preferably Mr. Nix o n might appo int indi­ 
v idu als who hav e actu ally serv ed o n the benc h 
—either in United States district o r circu it 
co u rts o f apjieals o r in the state su preme 
co u rts. 
“It wo u ld be mo st u nfo rtu nate If po litical o r 
perso nal co nsideratio ns in any way entered into 
the selectio n o f the new ju stices.” 
There hav e been ru mo rs fo r sev eral weeks 
no w that Mr. Nix o n wo u ld pick so meo ne fro m 
the federal bench and the name o f Warren 
Bu rger has o ften been mentio ned. 
In fact, in an info rmal po ll at a recent co nfer­ 
ence o f the 11 chief ju dges o f the U.S. circu it 
co u rts o f appeals thro u gho u t the co u ntry , Cir­ 
cu it Co u rt Ju dge Bu rger and District Co u rt 
Ju dge Henry J. Friendly o f New Yo rk wpre 
v o ted to be the two men o n the bench who 
wo u ld be the best selectio ns fo r chief ju stice. 
A chief ju stice do es no t hav e any mo re u di- 
cial po wer than each o f the o ther eight ju stices 
o n the Su preme Co u rt and so metime? his o pin­ 
io ns are in the mino rity as a majo rity decisio n 
is reached witho u t him. 
Only 14 men hav e serv ed as chief ju stice 
since the establishment o f the Su preme Co u rt in 
1789. Ou t o f that nu mber, this writer happens to 
hav e kno wn perso nally the last fiv e and, in ad­ 
ditio n, the new appo intee. Ju dge Bu rger. 
Co nv ersatio ns with these ju stices, h » wrv er. 
hav e nev er to u ched o n pending legal cases o r 
decisio ns already rendered. 
Lo o king back to 1921, when President Hard­ 
ing, a Repu blican, appo inted a fo rmer president 
o f the United States, William Ho ward Taft, to 
be chief ju stice, fav o rable o pinio n was wide­ 
spread becau se Mr. Taft had been fo r many 
y ears o n the bench, inclu ding eight y ears o n a 
U.S. co u rt o f appeals. 
Charles Ev ans Hu ghes, an o u tstanding law­ 
y er. was go v erno r o f New Yo rk when President 
Taft appo inted him as an asso ciate ju stice. He 
was o n the high co u rt fro m 1910 to 1916 and re­ 
signed to ru n fo r the presidency o n the Repu bli­ 
can ticket bu t was defeated by President Wo o d­ 
ro w Wilso n. 
Mr. Hu ghes was appo inted chief ju stice in 
19 30 by President Ho o v er, serv ing u ntil 1941. He 
was o ne o f the ablest men to serv e as chief 
ju stice. 
Harlan F. Sto ne, the nex t chief ju stice, was 
atto rney general o f the United States when he 
was named an asso ciate ju stice in 1925 Dy 
President Co o lidge, a Repu blican. Then, after 
16 y ears o n the high co u rt, President Franklin 
D. Ro o sev elt, a Demo crat, appo inted him chief 
ju stice in 1941 
Fred M. Vinso n had lo ng been an influ ential 
member o f the Demo cratic party in the Ho u se 
o f Representativ es, after which he was fo r fiv e 
y ears o n the U.S. Co u rt o f Appeals fo r the Dis­ 
trict o f Co lu mbia. 
He resigned in 1943 to accept impo rtant po sts 
in the ex ecu tiv e branch o f the go v ernment du r­ 
ing Wo rld War II. He was Secretary o f the Trea­ 
su ry when President Tru man appo inted him 
chief ju stice in 1946. 
Earl Warren, named chief ju stice by Presi­ 
dent Eisenho wer in 1953, had no t been o n the 
bench befo re. He had been a co u nty pro secu ting 
atto rney and later go v erno r o f Califo rnia fo r 10 
y ears. 


HE RAN FOR the v ice presidency in 1948 o n 
the Repu blican ticket after hav ing been an in­ 
flu ential facto r in swinging the presidential 
no minatio n to Go v . Tho mas Dewey . Peo ple may 
differ with so me o f Mr. Warren’s decisio ns bu t 
there is no do u bt abo u t his sincereity and high 
pu rpo se. 
The new appo intee, Ju dge Bu rger, speaks his 
mind u nequ iv lo cally and is dedicated to the 
principles o f ju stice and the Co nstitu tio n. So me 
will say he is a “co nserv ativ e” and o thers will 
say he is a ‘‘liberal,” depending u po n their o wn 
po int o f v iew. 
As far as Warren Bu rger is co ncerned, ho w­ 
ev er, he tries to be simply an ho nest-minded 
ju dge. That is what he will be in the po st fo r 
which he has ju st been selected.

Ohio plant patho lo g ists 
are 
sizing up a new pro blem which 
co uld hav e serio us effects o n 
peach pro ductio n in the state. 
The pro blem is a disease call­ 
ed stem pitting . 
Dr. B. M. Jo nes, 
research 
plant patho lo g ist at the Ohio 
Ag ricultural Research and De­ 
v elo pment Center, Wo o ster, and 
Dr. B. F. 
Janso n, 
Ex tensio n 
plant patho lo g ist at Ohio State 
Univ ersity , 
Co lumbus, 
hav e 
spo tted the disease in fo ur Ohio 
o rchards o v er the past 2 y ears. 
And while they do n’t co nsider 
the disease serio us in Ohio at 
the present time, 
they v o ice 
co ncern abo ut future spread o f 
stem pitting . 
The disease is a serio us and 
widespread pro blem in the mid 
Atlantic states o f Pennsy lv ania, 
Mary land, West Virg inia, and 
Virg inia. It has also been re­ 
po rted in sev eral o ther states. 
It causes g irlding , stunting , re­ 
duced ro o t sy stems, premature 
defo liatio n and ev entual tree 
death. The cause is no t kno wn, 
tho ug h a v irus o r co mbinatio n 
o f v iruses is suspected.

Biggest LA Voter 
Turnout Is Expected 


LOS ANGELES (AP) - The 
biggest turnout of city voters in 
history was predicted for the 
runoff election today between 
May or Sam Yorty , seeking a 
third term, and his Negro chal­ 
lenger, Thomas Bradley . 
City Clerk Rex Lay ton esti­ 
mated that 70 to 75 per cent of 
the 1,127,224 registered voters in 
the nation’s third largest munic­ 
ipality would cast ballots in the 
nonpartisan election. 
Both Yorty , 59, and Bradley , 
50, are Democrats, but Bradley , 
a city councilman and former 
police lieutenant, won the strong 
backing of Democratic leaders.
